Politics at Cowichau. 

Witbiu tho past few days two largoly- 
Kttended public meetings have been bold 
in OowioUan District, 'the proceedings of 
wbicli were of an interesting and^mport- 
ant cbaraoter. Cowicliau is essentinlly 
nn agrionllural sootioii, tuul contains with- 
in its borders life-sustaining eiomonts 
Hooond to none in tbo Pruvince. its in- 
lial>itants woro for tlio mosi pait linul un- 
dur the intlueuco of Constitutional C!ov- 
ornment. They are hivgoly iotoroBt- 
ed in faniniig and Htockiaising, and al- 
though coniparat ivoly few farms have 
))iieu curved ont of tho donno foroHls and 
uiuierliruHli, tlio sit,'iis of progress on 
i;very sido are siillicientl y abuuiUmt to 
bear lestiiiiony to tlie iut eiligonee and tho 
thrifty and industrious habits of the. sot- 
tiers. With a population of this charae- 
ter inhabiting tbo district, it is not to bo 
wondered at that the discussiou of poli- 
I ieal BtibjootH is engaged in with a keen 
relish and an intelligent understanding 
that larger eonmninit ies would do well to 
iiuitute. it wa;i before sueb a popula- 
tion us W(! have bkelohod that seven gen- 
tlemen, nil residents of or largely inter- 
ested in Cowiohun district, cume for a 
bearing on Saturday the 21sl uud Tues- 
day tho 2r)th inst. Two of these gentle- 
men — MeHsra. Sinithe and Pinibury — 
have taken the held as Reformers; two - 
iVlessrs. IJooth and Dods — favor tho ])re- 
sent tiovernmout; two others— Messrs. 
Liomas and Fry— profess to Ijo Indoi)end- 
enta, yet favor the Government on nearly 
every issue of importauoo; and tho re- 
maining one — Mr. W. Drinkwater— al- 
though stating that be is a Conservative, 
is of opiuion tliat the (iovernment having 
proved thoir iual)ility to govern tho coun- 
try properly rii'hly d(>.!erTO defeid, 
Mr. Booth has served four sossious in tho 
ilonse. Uo was elected aa a Liberal, but 
ho has probably been the author of more 
illiberal measures than any other mem- 
ber of the House. Witness his celebrat- 
ed Gag Resolutions which were intend- 
ed to prevent the people's representatives 
from securing a hearing in Committee of 
theWhole, audhia resolution declaring tho 
House had uo power to originate a mea- 
sure for the reduction of taication! Both 
of these infamous attempts to rob tho 
people of power failed in their object 
because Mr. Booth conld got no second- 
er for either; but tho inero fact that ho 
gave notice of thoui ought to (and no 
doubt will) be snliieieiit lo conHign him 
to an early political gravo. Before his 
constituents, on tbo occaBious referred 
to, Mr. Booth declared ■ himself tho 
moutbpieoe of the Qovernmeut, and 
adopting the pronoun "we" proceeded to 
claim that he had exercised more influ- 
fiuce ^vitb the Cabinet than Btnno of the 
members of the Ministry. Twitted by a 
const. tuont for not exerting that inlln- 
ence for tho good of iiis district, lie re- 
plied that his efforts were baulked by the 
opposition of Mr. Smitho— thus giving 
hi8 bearers to understand, what has been 
long suspected, that according to the 
amount of support or opposition the 
(iovernment receives the public monies 
are doled out to the districts, and al- 
though the Attorney Creneral, in hia 
speech on Tuesday, denied that lliere 
had been any favoritism shown, his de- 
nial was received with .smilos of incred- 
ulity by those present, Mr. Booth con 
tinned at oonsiderabli! length to explain 
his votes and tho jiolicy of the (lovern- 
inent towards Cowichan. Tn the course 
of a ratlior excitiug iIcIkUo it ciiino out 
thot a gentleman la.st s])ring brought a 
sawmill from Canada with tho intention 
of erecting it at tho nioutn of Co\vi<;hau 
River, so as to give constant employment 
to about 260 men, and that the Local Oov 
Hrninent, after keeping liim on the ten- 
torbooks several months, had denied him 
oven a tithe of the privileges that liad 
been allowed other lunibennon, and so ho 
iiad gone away ilishearteuod and disgust- 
ed. It was also shown that i he ( loveru- 
mBnt had odTertised for tenders for the 
oonstruotioa of a road from Victoria to 
(/owichan and had afterwards, without 
any apparent cause, refused to expend 
the money voted — ?;l>!,<ii)i». Instead of 
expressing hi:; iudigiintion at those two 
breaches of faith on the part of the (iov- 
ernment towards his own district, Mr. 
Sooth first ^condoned them, then eu- 
tleavored to throw the blame of the road 
failure on Mr. Smithe, and finally ack- 
nowledged that (,'ov/ichan had boon 
.thabluly treated becau.se eirtuiii Main- 
land siipi)ijrl.'i's of the ( iovi'rniiK'iit u])- 
po.-jod the appropriations! Not withatand 
iug this 'evidence of tho cowardice 
of tho (iovernment and its departure 
from tho path of duty " because Semlin and 
Robinson opposed tho appropriations," 
Mr. Booth is found to have supported 
I lie (iovernment through every session, 
and to have bocorao so much enamored 
of it and its policy that in speaking of it 
lie ado|)ts the personal pronoun "wel" 
, Wo do not wondur that under tho cir- 
cumstances the indignation of his con 
stituent:) at Hoiitli Cowicliaii found vent 
in frequent and loud intrrruptions and 
deiiuueiations of hisoonrso, and that he 
haally concluded without having 
elicited a single mark of approbation 
(luring his long speech. Mr. Sniit li(i, 
who waw wurinly received, pursutd the 
long chain of political ovonls Btretobing 
through lour sessions, lie showed the 
wickedness of tho Local Government in 
borrowing mono}' from Canada at a time 
wliou (Jacadu owes the Province millions 
for nonfiillilnunit of niilwuy ubligations, 
and i)rov(...i (heir iiieoiisi^t<>ii('y in threat- 
ening seijeHsion when I hey are ])Ui suing 
a course to haiul us over to (,'aimda 
bound hand and fool ; he I'slabiislied bo- 
vond the shadow of a doubt that instead 
nf delaying the construotion of the trunk 
roiul lii.s efforts to secure it were met 
wit h si iidiod neglect and insult by the 
( hivcrnnient ; proved that in 1S7.'!-1 ho 
oflorod a resolutiou for tho indemnifica- 
tion of tho Province for the non-jjrosocu- 
tion of railway work and tbo (iovornmont 
killed it by moving tho previous rosolu- 
tltiu; made it as clear as noonday to the 
ordMiary mind that nil his votes hail been 
fj'i th(i .side of liberal and lion -si (iov- 
tirninout, niid sat down amidst the ap- 
j»roying olieors of his friends and 
'qeigbbora. Mr. Dods followed with a 
half-hour BpooeU in support of tho (iuv- 
oroiueut — the Qovoniment for which ho 
is aiijeut at Oowlchau, njid from whom ho 



blame Mr. Dods for scratching tho back 
of a (iovornmont that has scratched his 
back so liberally; but men who have no 
mercenary end to serve will naturally ask 
him, as Mr. Booth was asked, bow ho 
can oxpeot the people of. Oowiobau to 
support a candidate who givos ont" that 
ho is in favor of secesaion if the railway 
is not built, whilo the Govcrninont ho fa- 
vors is placing it out of the j)ower of tho 
country to secede by going into debt to 
Canada, and after it has been shown 
that the Government have stopped the 
Cowioban sawmill and trunk road f Facts 
are stubborn things and Mr. Dods and 
tho Govornnlont will find it harder to sur- 
mount those facts than the Surveyor 
General found it to cliinb the Goldstrcuun 
liills in [inarch of a lino of road. Mr. 
Dodsliariiig "said his say," Jlr. Fry fol- 
lowed. Mr. Fry calls himself an iudo- 
pendont candidate; but we fail to find in 
his Bxieechos a single independent utter- 
ance. Stav, weerr: there i'« a personal 
attack on tlie'Fiuanoe Minister, who is 
called tho most useless official in the Pro- 
vince and totally uiineceHsary ; ami yet 
we liiid yiv. Fry, m the very next breath, 
lauding tho I'reinier who created and 
sustains "the most useless olUoial," anil 
who suffers him to draw §1000 a year of 
the people's money for— according toMf. 
Fry— doing worse than nothing. AVo 
next come to Mr. Lomas, whose liidepsn- 
deiicii loads him to condemn tho Indian 
polii"3' of tho (iovornmont, but whoso 
consia-vati.s til is so strong that he could 
not be induced to vote a want of confi- 
dence until the difliculties with Cana- 
da have been arranged, yet Mr. Lomas' 
remarks show that ^he knows the Gov- 
ernment are doing all in their power to 
prevent a aettlemeni ! Jlr. Lomas' poli- 
tical principles — if ho have any — wouhi 
seem to bo like tho i)ieco of pork-a streak 
of fat anda streak of lean;— a little of 
b{)th and not a great deal of either. Mr. 
Drinkwater, although a Coiisorvative, 
manfully denounced tho (Iovernment 
policy generally and said thoy should bo 
turned ont as a punishment for tho evils 
they bad brought on the country. The 
speech of Mr. Pimbury nt Sontli Cow- 
icliau was a clear anil able exposition of 
Ueforni principles, and whilo giving the 
Government full croilit for tho little good 
thoy had eiToctod ho showed that their 
refusal to alter the terms had caused tho 
Senate to throw out the Island Railway 
Bill and that they were therefore respon- 
sible for the failure of the new terms. He 
also ably attacked tho fiscal policy of the 
(iovornmont, proved by actual figures 
that they had neglected tho Cowichan 
roads, and bad showered money on other 
districts favorable to them, and conclud- 
ed by annonnoing that he must condemn 
tho Government for their pa«t acts. After 
a speech from the Attorney General, (of 
which wo shall speak hearafter) the meet- 
ing broke up — the almo.st universal ox- 
)iression being that Messrs. Hmitiie and 
PixiiirRY would bo returned as tho next 
members for Cowichan.
